like privateers, or like thips of force, 
or giving any alarm to the coaft, they 
had taken many prizes from the French, 
to their own priyate advantage, to the 
annoyance of the French coafting-trade, 
— and to the great benefit of this nation, 
- not. only in the value of the prizes fo 
taken, and in diftrefling the enemy, but 
alfo far more confiderably in gaining 
cag intelligence of the enemy’s de- 

us on feveral important occafions ; 
| ae that thefe fervices cannot be per- 
Aormed by large veflels, which dare not 
approach fo near to the coaft, and the 
very appearance of which alone would 
be a fufficient notice and alarm to the 
French, who. would inftantly, by fignals, 
- communicate fuch alarm all along their 
coafts ; and that the petitioners were

methods of cure: but in fome cafes he 
ought.’

- general it is only an excufe to cover the 
wncertainty.of their art. What is the 
difference of conftitutions that alters the 
effets of the bark in fevers, and renders 
another remedy preferable? -Phyfic is 
very far’ from beimg arrived at fuch a 
point, that the treatment of difeafes 
may be deduced from the knowledge of 
eaties and effects. Our beft pbyficians 
‘are thofe that depend Jeaft on reafon, 
and molt on obfervation. | 

Of experiments on Animals, | 

Befides the experiments that imme- 
diately concern the human fpecies, there 
are others, which havea relation to it, 
that may be made on animals. This 
part of natural hiftory will furely not be 
~ thought unworthy the attention of a 
prince, or the inquiries of a philofo- 
pher, if we refle&-on the tafte which 
Alexander the Great had for it, and the 
perfon he employed to bring it to per- 
te@ion. We are poflefled of the refult 
of his labour; but we may take the li- 
berty to fay, that it anfwers to the 
‘greatnefs neither of the prince nor of 
the philofopher. Some modern natu- 
ralifts have fucceeded better: they have 


given us mere exact defcriptions, and 


- elafled animals in better order. This 
then is not what “natural hiftory is at 
prefent deficient in ; and if it were, it is 
not what I am moft defirous to fee fup- 
plied. All our treatifes of animals, e- 
ven the moft methodical, prefent only 
agreeable pictures to the eye. Tomake 
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| natural hiftory truly a feience, we nufk ’ 
evidently thew, not only that we have. 
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go upon fuch inquiries as fhall inform us, — 
not of the particular figure of fuch and — 
fach ‘animals, but of the general pro- — 
cefles of nature in their produdiion and 
confervation. | 

This, indeed, isnot a work that ab- | 
folutely cannot be undertaken without — 
the patronage and bounty of a fove-— 
reign: many of the experiments would 
not execed the abilities of private per- | 
fons; as appears from fome works that 
have been publifhed: but there are o- 
thers that would be attended with preat 
expence; and all of them would require - 
to be directed in fuch manner as not — 
to leave the, naturalift at an uncertain- 
ty ; which is the greateft obftruction to.

-. What fhall we fay of that other ee 
which lies hid in bodies, and which we 
have lately had the addrefs to difeover, 
to extra¢t, and in a manner colle&@ where 
we pleafe, in order to make it produce 
all the prewigies exhibited by fuch ex- | 


‘periments ? 


Thefe experiments ate fo epndekil, 
the events bear fo little relation to the 
preparation for them, that we know 
not what method to propofe for profe- 
cuting them, nor what to preferibe in 
a matter fo new and fo delicate. Alb 
that ean be done at prefent is, to ae 
cumulate as many experiments as_pof- 
fible, which though made in the dark, ~ 
will perhaps throw light on this part of 
phyfics. 

Among all the phenomena of elegtri- 
city, it will be hard to find any fo mare 
vellous, as that difeovered by Mr Frank- 
jin; if it be true that this new Prome- 
theus hath learned to draw fire from the 
clouds, and make the lightning fall to — 
the ground i in drops. 

There is another fire in the heavens, 
more harmlefs than the former, and tefs 
common in our regions; 1 mean that 
fire or light which is known by thename 
of axrora borealis. In this country we 
are not perhaps advantageoufly placed 
to make experiments. on this light, 
which appears to us raifed but a little 

above 


above the horizon. But they might be 
made in thofe regions which it feems 
wholly to cover, in places near the pole, 


where it is feen in the zenith, and fills. 


almoft the whole hemifphere. The fame 
experiment might be made on it which 
hath been made pn lightning, with 
which it feems to have a great affinity. 
I would recommend thefe experiments 
_ to the inhabitants of countries which I 
have feen, to the inhabitants of Torneo 
and of Pello, who are entertained with 
this marvellous phenomenon every night 
that the fky is clear. 

Scarce were the firft miracles of elec- 
tricity difcovered, when attempts were 
made to employ it in accelerating the 
vegetation of plants, in tranfinitting 
the virtues of medicines into the body, 
in curing paralytics: and fome imagi- 
ned they had fucceeded in all thefe. But 
it doth not appear that the effects were 
fuch as were promifed. The admira- 
tion and joy occafioned by fuch a furpri- 
fing thing, or a defire to magnify its 
effects, by applying it to what moft near- 
}y concerns us, may ferve to excufe this 
precipitation. But is it not advantage 
enough that elettricity imcreafes our 
knowledge and humbles our pride?

HE return of a comet accurately 

a foretold more than fifty years a= 
go, is the only phenomenon. of its kind, 
and at the fame time one of the moft 
interefting to thofe who are defirous of . 
forming the true(t notions of the fyftem 
of the world. It wasa happinels : refers" 
ved for the aftronomers of this age to - 
be favoured with a more perfeét and | 
complere knowledge of thefe wandering” 
bodies, which appear at certain times 
only, and after certain periods ; of 
whofe true motions, and even nature, 
the ancients were fo entirely ignorant, © 
that the generality of them doubted e- 
ven whether they were real bodies. 

Dr Haley, from a confideration of 
the great influence which the planet Ju- — 
piter muft neceflarily have upon the co- 
met during its laft return in 1682, ac- 
cording to the theory of gravity, had 
faid, that it was very probable that 
“its next return would.not be until 


after the period of 76 years, or more, 


about the end of the year 1758, or the 
beginning of 1759.” [xix. 472.]. Some 
without examining -or - 
weighing Dr Halley’s reafons, and pro- 
ceeding upon other principles, expected 
its return much fooner. But M. Clai- 
raut, upon a fafther profecution of Dr 
Halley’s principles and calculations, 
thought he could with flill greater pre~ 
cifion foretell the time of its coming to 
its perihelion; which he fixed, after a 
feries of vermpainful calculations, about 
the middle of April 1779; without pre- 
tending however to determine it with- 
in the {pace of a month, upon account 
of many {mall quantities, which he was 
then obliged to negleé, and which he 
hoped foon to determine, whenever he 
found himfelf. favoured either with lei- 
fare, or inclination, to. review his: long 
laborious work. [88.]. 

The impatience of aftronomers, and 
the defire of verifying the fuccefs of Dr 
Halley’ s prediction, induced many toin- 
quire in what part of the heavens the 
comet would firft appear; but as they 3 
were. ignorant of the precife time of its 
return, they could only know the place 
of its eppenrance, by making different

confequence of this M. Meffier, an 
alfiftant to M. de l’lfle, in his aftrono- 
mical obfervations made at the obfer- 
vatory de fa Marine al Hotel de Clug- 
wy, had thé happinefs of firft difcover- 
ing this long-expected comet on Jan. 
‘21.1759; in the evening. Its very fee- 
ble light equally extended round a Ju- 
minous point, which was its nucleus, 


. and its different fituation, in regard to 


the fixed ftars, which he obferved every 
day, foon convinced him that it was a 
‘eomet. It remained then to know, 
‘whether it was the very cornet whofe 
return had been predicted, and fo long 
and impatiently expected. And of this 
‘we can only be affured, after an exact 
determination of the velocity and direc- 
tion of the apparent path of the new co- 
met, which ought to be the fame with 
that of the comet of 1682, fappofing it 
‘to appear in’ the fame place, and at the 
fame feafon of the year; which the fuc- 


ceeding obfervations determined: for 


‘having compared this comet. with the 


neighbouring ‘tars as often as the fky 


“was clear, and having in fome meafure 
detérmined the pofition of thofe ftars, 
M. del ifle was affured, that its motion 
“Was retrograde, and that it had the fame

Jt was thonght at | 
that time to be larger and inore bril- | 
Kant than it was in February, and had

After having left the conttellation af 
Capricorn, in which it was laft feen by 
the European aftronomers, the comet 
pafled through the Indian, the Peacock, 
the Bird of Paradife, the Bee, the Cro- 
ziers, and the Centaur; from whence, 
towards the latter end of April, it drew 
near to the conftellation, Hydra, and 
prefented itfelf once more to the Euro-. 
pean ebfervers, pafling on in a direction 
almoft perpendicular to the horizon, 
and foon to be loft in the,Sextant un- 
der Leo. 

From the imperfedt accounts which 
had been received in. England, that a 
comet had been obferved by fome of the 
French aftronomers in the tail of Ca- 
pricorn, about the beginning of April, 
fome of our moft accurate obfervers here ~ 
had reafon to expect the appearance of 
this moft remarkable comet above our 
horizon towards the end of that or the 
beginning of the following month... Ac- 


cordingly on Monday April 3o. between 


eight and nine in the evening, the co- 
met was feen by many curious perfons. 
It was then in the conftellation Hydra, 
not far diftant from the far in Hydra: 
marked x by Bayer, having about 172 
deg. 30 min. of longitude, with about 
31 deg. 30 min, in S. latitude. The 
comet, unfortunately e aftronomers, 
now pafled on in a dire@tion almoft per- 
pendicular-to the horizon, decreafing 
both in right afcenfion and declination ;

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“reach aftronomers were @ enabled to de- 
termine its fituation foon after it had

‘through the whole part of its orbit

On the 14th, the fky being perfeétly 
ferene, and the moon not. rifing till ten, 
when the twilight alfo was very weak, 
‘the comet was feen by the naked eye, 
and equalled in brightnef® ftars of the 
4th or 5th magnitude, The apparent 
diameter of its nucleus was found to be 
27 minutes. On the 15th, the fky be- 

ing very ferene as before, the comet, 
when viewed by the naked eye, feemed 
to have no tail; for, even at. the begin- 
fing of the month, fo unfortunately 

‘was the comet fituated, with refpeé& to 

_ the earth and fun, its tail was hardly of 

any confiderable length, but appeared 

to the eye to be broad, and fomewhat

Dr Halley ; and may it ever be remeni-

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| As this comet was feén by 
-‘aftronomers fo long ago as on 
- 21. 1 cannot help damenting + 
one here in England fhould fee it, I had

‘C\Everal perfons of great learning have 
gy) heretofore fufpetted, that the con-

_«M, Huet, in particular, fuppofed that 
_ colonies from Egy pt had pafled into Chi- 
na. But fome of the. Britifh literati 
‘have from the fame premifles drawn a 
contrary conclufion: for having, like 
him, been ftruck -with the conformity 
‘between the Chinefe and Egyptian cu- 
- ftoms, they have fuppofed, that Noah, 
‘retiring into China, after the deluge, 
the arts and fciences pafled from thence 
‘nto Egypt, M. Guignes’s conjectures: 
have another foundation. Having read 
-@ memoir of the Abbé Barthelemy, on 
the letters of the’Phenicians, he began 
to reflect upon the mainer in which al-. 
phabetical letters had been firft formed ; 
‘and this Jed him*to look into a Chinefe - 
_ditionary, as the letters of that lan- 
guage are fuppoled to be of great anti-. 
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bet. “This awakened his attention to a 
new object ; and, upon a farther fearch, 
he found fuch proof of the derivation 
of the Chifiefe letters from the Pheni- 


‘cians, as at once convinced atid afto- 


nifhed him. His effay therefore is an 
attempt to fhow, that the Chinelé cha- 
raéters are nothing more than mono- 
prams, or cyphers, formed of three Phe-

founds. But, as an introduction to his 


‘arguments, it is neceflary to give a fhort, 


account of Barthelemy’s memoir. 
‘There are preferved at Malta two ta-- 
bles of marble, on each of whith there 
are two infcriptions, one in Phenician, 
and one in Greek; and both the Phe- 
nician. and Greek infcriptions are the — 
fame on both marbles.. An inacevrate 
copy of thefe infcriptions came by fome © 
accident into the hatids of the late Car- | 
dinal Polignac, and was by him ‘com- 
municated to the academy. . After fe- 
veral different tonje&tures conéerning the 
meaning of thefe infcriptions, the Count 
de Caylus procuréd models of the mar- 
bles in plaifter ; upon which Barthele- 
my immediately began to work, and 
was foon convinced, that the Greek in- 
fcription was a tranflation of the Phe- 
nician, differing only in “the ‘names. 
The Greek, according to his interpre- — 
tation, imports, that ** Denys and Se- 
rapion, both of the city of Tyre, and 
both fons of Serapion, erected the mo-_ 
nument in dueftion to Hercules, furna-_ 
med Archegetés, or the leaders” the — 
Phenician he tranflates thus ; “ Abdaf- 
far, and his brother Aferemor, the fons 
of Abdaflar, have made this vow to their 
lord Melcarth,. the tutelar divinity of 
Tyre; may he. blefs them in their une. 
certain eourfés,” or may he blefsthem | 
after they. have gone aftray.” Now, 
Melearth, Merxecprocy is known to have © 
been the Tyrian name for Hercules ; and 
it is not {trange that Denys and Sera- 
pion fhould, in:the Phenician language, 


be called bdafar and Afremer, becanle —

‘Thefe inferiptions, which were rather 
trifling in themfelves, derived great im- 


aportance from the light which they 
threw upen Oriental literature.

aipon comparing them with fome medals 
which had been {truck in Plfenicia, Bar- 


 thelemy formed a Phenician alphabet, 
Ay which many ancient infcriptions were 
explained with great facility ; and, a- 


4nong other things, he'difcovered that 


the three and thirty Phenician infcrip- 
tions which were found at Citium in 
‘Cyprus, of which Dr Pocock publithed 
_an inaccurate copy. in 1745, and two of 
swhich were infcribed upon funeral mo- 


mufients, contain the names of ‘princes 


of ‘whom hiftory makes no miention. 
“Fo this Pheniciay alphabet Barthelemy 


has added two others, one of which is 
formed’ from an infeription found. at 


MCarpentras, and the other from the in- 


fcriptions of Cyprus, publifhed by the 


fame author. 


M. Guignes ‘begins his eflay, by ob- 


-ferving, that the writing of the Chinele 
isnot, like that of other nations, com- 


pofed "of a certain number of charatters,

_ The Egyptians had alfo three diting : 
ways of writing ; the epiftolic, compo- . 
fed of alphabetical letters ; ; the hiere- 
glyphic, which reprefented the objects 
themfelves ; and the fymbolic, which 
exprefled them by metaphor, and _alle- 
gory. All thele methods of writing 
pafled into China ; and though .at firft 
it is not eafy to believe that they. ever 
had the knowledge of alphabetic Jet- 
ters, yet there.is very ftrong evidence of 
the fa&, It appears, upon infpection of 
Barthelemy’s. Phenician pr ene that 
the figures of jod and. aleph are among 
the ancient radical charadters of the 
Chinefe. The Phenician jod is formed 
like a trident, without a handle, and 
placed obliquely ; the Shinde make ufe 
of the fame fymbol to mnify a hand ; ; 
and this is alfo the ape of the 
word jod, the name of the letter in Phe- 
Aleph is the firft character. in 
the Phenician alphabet, and fignifies 
pre-eminence, the action of leading ; it 
is formed by a right line crofled by two 
others, which form an angle on the a- 
ther fide. The fame figure is alfo the 
firft of the radical characters of the Chi- 
nefe, the mark of unity, and ufed tO €X~ 
prefs exactly the fame idea. . 

From thefe inftances M. Guignes was 
Jed to fufpe&, that. true, alphabetical 
letters exifted even in. the Chinefe hie- 
roglyphic charaéters ; and that, if ftrip- 
ped of all the firokes that difguife them, 
an alphabet might be produced very an- 
cient, and very analogous to the primi- * 
tive alphabet of all nations. This u- 
niverfal alphabet is not indeed come * 
down to-us entire and uncorrupted ; but 
M. Guignes, fuppofing its. conftituent 
parts to fubGit in the Oriental alpha~ .

But the author of thefe 
obfervations appears to have a mind greatly fu- 
petior to notions of merit {6 narrow and imperfeé. 
ney are written with an elegant. and forcible 
fimplicity ; and as the principles of attorneys in- 
fluence the happinefs of mankind ‘ina véry ex- 
tenfive circle, we have extracted the following 
admonitions, which, as far as they aré‘effeétual, 
mutt be a benefit to the public. °° = 2 
*. The attorney and folicitor muft, to the ‘utmoft 
of his ability, acquaint himfelf with the’ merits of 
every cafe in which he is confilted. He mult dif- 
_courage fuits for frivolous and trivial demands. He 
~ mutt never attach himfelfto perfons, who, from a 
pretended-zéal apainft impofition and oppreffion, 


or through a pertinacious humour, and an unrea- 


foriable jealoufy of their moft minute rights, are 
involved in perpetual contention. Be OT 
He muft not,*in deference to a wealthy or 
‘powerfal client, much lefs for the faké of gain, 
undertake a caufe which doe$ not appearito him to 
be jutt, except the faét on which the mérits turn is 
uncertain, or the conftruction of law is doubtful; 
and Jef {till may he fupport the beft caufé by falfe- 
‘hood, or prevarication, or fuppreffion of the truth, 
ot by laying an undue ftref on fufpectéd evidences. 
He fhould not encourage, or (if avoidable) produce 
‘bold and daring witnefles, difpofed to make free 
with truth, that they may make fure of victory, 
He fhould not overawe or intimidate the adverfe 
party, or take an advantage of an overfight in his 
counfel or attorney, or of want of form in the 
pleadings, unlef§ where he ftands on the defen- 
five, and the attack. on his client is notorioufly 
injurious. He ought not to miflead or impofe on 
the court, .if.in his power; or prolong the caufe, 
or inhance the eofis, though at the expence of 
his adverfary ; nor appeal from court to court, 
unlefs he is perfuaded in his confcience, and ad- 
vifed by his counfel, (what may fometimes hap- 
en through the fallibiliry of all human judica- 
tures), that the determination is erroneous in 
point of fubftantial juftice. In all other cafés, as 
foon as judgment is given, or the decree pro- 
nounced, he - fhould perfaade his client to acqui- 
efce: nay, if while the {uit is depending, he re- 
geives conviction that. his client’s demand or de- 
fence is ill founded, he fhould advife ‘him to 
- drop the fuit, and agree with his adverfary ; and 
_ if fuch adverfary be poor, or bas been injured by 
having his juft right with-held or impeached, to 
qwake. him ample reparation. _ And.if the deci- 
‘fion be in favour of his client, but appears to be 
@ hard, though juft fentence, he ought not to 
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encourage him to take the utmoft advantage of 
the rigour or power of the law, while equity or 
poverty call for compaffion of abatement. ~~ > 
In cafe an attorney be employed itcriminal proe 
fecutions, though he fhould aét with fpirit-and ree 
{olution again{t hardened and daring offenders, yet 
ought heto bevery cautious not to injure or opprefs, _ 
and much more not to.add infult to feverity. And, 
in all cafes, where misfortune ‘is interwoven with — 
guilt, he thould difcover that-a deteftation of the. 
crime, and a regard tothe public fafety, are very - 
confiftent with pity to the man; particularly to _ 
offenders for the firft time, to fuch whofe crimes 
are fall, whofe temptations were powerful, or _ 
who appear to have been drawn in by others. 
And in doubtfol cafes, it is unqueftionably bet- 
ter, that ten delinquents fhould eftape, than one 
innocent man be punifhed, inafmuch as the very 
end of punifhment is the proteétion of the inno- 
cent.—— The Hon. gentleman who fummed up the 
evidence on the part of the crown, in the famous trial 
of Fames Stewart, made an obfervation fimilar to 
this in the beginning, and took care to repeat it in the 
end of his [peech to the jury. [xv. 495.515.) 
Procefs of law is often flow and prolix, to pre- 
ferve the unwary or untkilful from being fuprifed, 
and fo afford the fairer opportunity to bri 
truth to light, and give relicf to the oppre 
But delays fhould never be affe€ted nor indulged,” 
where a decifion can be {peedily obtained, without — 
departing Or derogating from juftice: “And much 
is itto be lamented, that the negle&t of difpatch — 
in attorneys, who ‘have been indolent by nature, 
or overloaded by bufinefi, (though in all other 
refpects worthy men), fhould ever have given co- 
lour for branding all the profefiors of the law, 
indifcriminately, with thofe reproaches which are 
only due to its corrupt members; while the ftu- 
died-evafions and officious delays of praétifers, 
who hire out their talents to flop the injured in 
the purfuit of juftice, or to proteét men who are 
abandoned in their praétices, or defperate in their | 
Circumftances, have furnifhed a pretence for caft- — 


ing fevere reflections on the courts themfelves, as 


encouragers of thofe who protractor promote 
bufinefs; and even for weakly preferring the ar- 
bitrary, becaufe fpeedy, decifions of property un- | 
der defpotic governments, to the flow and cau~— 
tious fteps of juftice in a land of liberty. | 
In giving advice on mortgages, or purchafés, | 
or in any money-tranfactions, an attorney fhould 
difcourage ufury and oppreffion, and every undue:
